Proposal Is Bitterly 
Criticized and Hotly

The 7-7-1 plan of electing al- 
dermen was bitterly criticized, 
and as hotly defended, at the 
St. Louis Bar Association's Free 
Assembly meeting at the studios 
of Educational Television Sta- 
tion KETC last night. 

. Among the 60 or more per- 
sons who gathered for the tele- 
vised program were several 
members of the board of free- 
holders, whose tentative draft 
of a proposed new city charter 
calls for election of seven alder- 
men by ward, instead of the 
present 28, and seven others 
and an aldermanic president 
chosen at large. 

Also present were representa- 
tives of a wide variety of com- 
munity interests, including 
neighborhood newspapers and 
associations, the League of 
Women Voters, organized labor, 
and Negro groups. 

Ran Lincoln, moderator and 
former KETC staff member, 
opened the meeting by intro- 
ducing Freeholder Major B. 
Einstein, who led the movement 
on the board which caused a 
change in the proposed number 
of at-large aldermen from four 
to seven. 

Einstein launched into a long 
discussion of other provisions 
of the proposed charter and 
was interrupted by Lincoln, who 
pointed out the purpose of the 
meeting. 

Over-Emphasis Charged. 

George L. Stemmler, attorney 
and freeholder chairman, de- 
fended Einstein and said the 
7-7-1 discussion was a “‘disserv- 
ice to the charter” because it 
over-emphasized only one aspect 
of the instrument.

In view of that scandal, Sena- 
tor Fulbright of Arkansas ts attempting to get 
the United States Senate to amend an omnibus 
banking bill,

ing code. Buttars it was sent to the floor, 
the Banking Cé@ “cut out an extremely 
important provision. “Sis provision would bar 
political contributions {regulatory officials by 
bankers in all banks ured by the Federal 
Deposit Insurance Corppration. 

Spéaking for Senator Douglas of Illinois and 
three other Democratic colleagues, Senator Ful- 
bright told the Senate that “the Hodge scandal 
last fall clearly demonstrates” the need for this 
political restriction on Bankers. 

Before, former Iilinoig State Auditor Orville 
Hodge was sent to-prison for vast thefts of state 
funds, it became plaih that it was common prac- 
tice for bankers to make contributions to state 
officials whe had any supervisory control at all 
over banks. State Treasurer Warren Wright 
said-that at the time he was elected, “Bankers 
had been scratching’ my back for 10 years. I 
then scratched theirs. They helped me and, in 
turn, if they wanted state funds that I had to 
deposit, I gave them to them.” 

. . - 

Former Gov. Dwight H. Green told the Sen- 
ate Banking Committee that the Bank of Elm- 
wood Park, of which he is board chairman, got 
a million dollars in state deposits after Green 
had worked for the election of Elmer Hoffman 
as State Treasurer. The Post-Dispatch reported 
that officers of this bank donated $1000 to fund 
raising dinners for several political candidates, 
including Senator Dirksen. 

This was also the bank which Hodge, as State 
Auditor, and Green were permitted to organize 
with unusually low capital after Hodge had or- 
dered its’ predécessor closed for improper 
practices. (ms 

Gov. William G; Stratton told the Senators 
that he never reeeived contributions from banks 
but coneeded. that “a very few bankers” may 
have opntributed as individuals. The distinction 
is important’ legally since “banks cannot make 
political contributions, but it has no practical. 
effect, as the testimony showed. 

In short, the whole Fulbright investigation of 
the Hodge scandal and its gide effects was shot 
through’ with testimony gbeut bankers’ gifts ‘to 
state politicians and lucrative state deposits in 
the banks in return. Yet Gov. Stratton was 
quoted as referring to the Senate investigators as 
“hillbillies from Arkansas and Alabama telling 
the people of Illinois how to run their business.”

Obviously somebody should have been telling 
Illinois how to:run its. state-controlled banking 
business properly in thé past several years. 
Proper regulation’ Against political favoritism 
and coercion could have prevented some loss 
of public money inthe Hodge case. Such régt- 
lations certainly weuld have taken the political 
hand out of.the bank's pockets. : 

Missouri and most other states have been for- 
tunate to avoid anything approximating the 
Hodge scandal in misuse of-state authority over 
banking or investment of state funds. , But the 
plain fact is that there is no federal law to pre 
tect Missouri or. any other state against the 
vicious system which induces bankers to pay 
politicians for favors rendered with public 
money. 
| The way t6 gut that principle into effect ds 
to bar contpibutionsby officers of federally 
insured batik&-not to all. political campaigns, 
but to campaigns of any official having authority 
over banks or state funds. This was the purpose 
of the Fulbright amendment, which should be 


restored to the banking bill. 


Senator Fulbright ought not to have to remind 
the .United s Senate of this. After the 
Hodge scandal, the Senators should be eager to 
protect the public against’ the involvement of 
banks in polities oreof politics in banking.

'The.Egvptians Go Back 

“It is gratifying that Israel is sending Foreign 
Minister Golda Meir to the United States to talk 
instead of reacting more directly to the restora- 
tion of Egyptian civil administration in the Gaza 
strip. Though this step, taken with the acqui- 
escence of the United Nations and the United 
States, clearly breaches one of the “assump- 
tions” on which Israel withdrew, precipitate 
counter-action would not help. 

What Israel and the rest of the world need 
to know is whether. Cairo’s latest move is a 
token measure of face-saving intent, or the first 
phase of a broad campaign fo restore the state 
of belligerency.with>Israel as it existed before 
the invasion.

So far Egypt has sent only a dozen civil ad- 


ministrators and five dozen military policemen 
into the strip, while the United Nations Emer- 
gency Force with 3000 men continues to repre- 
sent the only armed power of consequence now 
there. If this balance were to continue, if 
UNEF were to stay indefinitely and develop an 
effective border patrol, there would be little 
likelihood of a renewal of commando raids. And 
that is the essential point. Who directs traffic 
in Gaza and runs the other public services is 
not so important as whether the strip again be- 
comes the jumping-off place for constant nag- 
ging raids that keep the border in turmoil. 
What does Nasser intend? Will he be content 
with what he has, or will he next send in mili- 
tary forces, and then demand that the UNEF 
go home? Unfortunately his record and the 
record of most dictators like him is not too en- 
couraging. The Nassers of the world feed on 
appeasement. They are artists at using each bel- 
ligerent step as reinforcement for the next. 
On the other hand, the first proclamation of 
the new Gaza governor is distinctly encouraging. 
He urges the Arabs to co-operate with UNEF, 
to concentrate on work, to help end tension 
along the border. If Nasser means this, and is 


‘ready to accept a U.N.-policed border, Israel 


has no reason to take-action. On the contrary, 
once Egypt’s good faith were established it 
would be Israel’s duty to advance conciliation 
another step by permitting UNEF to patrol its 
side of the border as well. 

The situation calls for special] skill and sharp 
judgment in Washington. The United States 
cannot afford to be associated with a series of 
Egyptian maneuvers which in the end restore 
Nasser’s power to wage half-war on Israel, Our 
diplomats had better be very sure that in going 
along with Nasser on civil administration they 
are not also going along with a renewed block- 
ade in the Gulf of Aqaba and renewed com- 
mando raids from the Gaza strip.

Nature seldom produces ‘useless’ things, though it may produce 
things useless to man at a given time; man has to be careful 
not to upset nature by exterminating one species to protect 
‘another; consider the troublesome gar: a nuisance or game fish?

A friend tells me about a commercial 


fisherman he knows who doesn’t follow 


the accepted pattern of dealing with 
gar dredged up by his nets. Instead of 
killing them and flinging them back to 
feed the other fishes, this man releases 
the gars from his net and carefully re- 
turns them to the water unharmed. My 
friend queried him about this departure 
from custom, pointing out that the 
billed chunk of armor-plate was “‘worth- 
less.” 

“Sure they are,” admitted the fisher- 
man. “I remember when we usta kill 
all the sturgeon, too, on account of they 
were useless. Sure wish we had ‘em 
now.” 

This “useless” is a far-reaching word 
that we use in a lot of short-reaching. 
conversations. Consider these gar- 
fishes some more in a slightly different 
context. 


There's a bright young fellow over 
across the Mississippi who is doing a 
fine public relations job for a big busi- 
ness there, but who still finds time to 
do a lot of fishing. Right now he's 
crusading privately in favor of gars, 
particuarly the alligator variety that 


‘lure up/in our state’s Delta country. He 
calls ad “the finest freshwater game 
fishing in ‘the. country,” and always 


turns.them back after catching a big 
one, » “They tell me a hundred-pounder 
* is.50- years old,” he says, “and I hate to 


_ kill anything that has been developing 


for 50 years.” 


The boy may have something there, 
on all eounts. Gar are better eating 
than, say, tarpon, even if they aren't in 
‘@velass with channel cats. And there 
‘s@ems to have been a time when every- 
‘body hated the tarpon, now rated one 
of the greatest of all catchin’-fishes. 

It just doesn’t make much sense to 
have the word “useléss” in the conser- 
vation dictionary. There are few use- 


less things in this world—though there 
certainly are things that men don’t use 
well. This isn’t to say moles shouldn’t be 
banished from the front lawn, that mice 
must be allowed to romp in the pantry. 
“Usefulness” depends on time and 
place, on a particular creature in a cer- 
tain area at a specific moment. A 
cobra in your bed isn’t exactly worth- 
while, but a blacksnake in your barn 
may be highly helpful. 


We certainly don't need to protect 
the gar in Missouri, as of this moment. 
But we do need to remember that mo- 
ments are passing and that the flicker- 
ing candle of our knowledge doesn't 
light up the future very far. 


. Certainly we must be realistic about 
life. It is hard to see the moral differ- 
ence between killing a deer with a rifle 
and slaying a steer with a sledge ham- 
mer; and the existence of certain in- 
sects can be a menace to our existence. 
But we are not being realistic when we 
embark upon a campaign to wipe out 
foxes simply because they eat chickens, 
quail or rabbits. For our own good, it 
may be necessary to reduce a predator 
population if it becomes a threat to aur 
well being as a community, or if it con- 
stitutes a serious threat to our hunting 
and fishing. But planned extermina- 
tion is not a thing to be taken lightly: 
such radical actions have been known 
to cure the patient by killing him. 


I wouldn't want to argue that gar 
should be wiped off the face of the 
earth, if there were some method for 
carrying out that project. Neither 
would I argue that our commercial fish- 
erman is right in returning them to the 
water—but there’s always the chance 
that he might be right, economically, 
aesthetically, ethically. 

Sometimes it seems like the more 
you learn, the harder it is to be positive 
about such things.

We would feel a little more kindly 
toward daylight saving time if we could 
see that it had ever done anything to 
wake up St. Louis. Except this daylight 
saving time disguise, instead. of enter- 
prise, St. Louis is still asleep—bigger 
but less progressive than the rest of 
Mid-America’'s cities. 

We don’t care if the Ozark Express- 
way is ever completed. If.the high- 
way departments of Missouri and Ark- 
ansas will four-lane 61 and 67 to 
Memphis and Little. Rock it may be 
that. we will be Bble to get to one of 
those cities as rapidly as into St. Louis.
